CHILD KILLED BY SHELLS 


GIVEN NO WARNING OF THE 


BOMBARDMENT. 


Manila, Aug. 2—Via Hong Kong, 


Aug. 
8.—The gunboat Napidan last 


week shelled Paete, on the lake near 
Snnta Cruz. The town was full of 
peonle Who had been encouraged to 
IP turn after General Lawton's expedi- 
tion, having been assured that they 
would not be molested if they peace- 
ably attended to their business. Lieu- 
tenant Copp, who was in command of 
the Nnpldan, heard that the insur- 
gents had re-occupied the town and 
steaming close in, opened fire with 
his six-pounders without warning. 
The people, seeing tae boat approch- 
ing, fled to the hills in a terrified con- 
dition, and with barely time to es- 
cape. One child was killed and many 
buildings were damaged. The au- 
thorities express great regret on ac- 
count of the incident. 


After the taking of Calambria by 


the Americans General Lawton or- 
dered that Captain Otis, of the Wash- 
ington regiment, be relieved of his 
command and placed under arrest on 
account of slowness and seeming re- 
luctance of the companies under his 
command in obeying the order to dis- 
embark from the cascoes and wade 
through the marshes under fire. 


The men say that a majority of 


them have been sick and unfit 
for 


duty and were given to understand 
that they would not be asked to do 
any more fighting.

AMBASSADOR 
CHOATE TALKS 


OF BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


Says All the Politics on Both Sides 


the Water Not Enough to 


Cause a Conflict. 


London, 
Aug. 
8.—Joseph 
H. 


Choate, the United States ambassa- 
doi to Great Britain, was interviewed 
today by a representative of The As- 
sociated Press in regard to the recent 
"war or arbitration" speech delivered 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian 
premier. He said: 


"There will be no war. It is safe 


to say that no amount of politics or 
politicians in either country could 
occasion war in this connection." 


The ambassador, continuing, said 


that the Canadian parliament <vas on 
the eve of dissolution and the leaders 
of both parties had to speak. 
Mr. 


Choate seemed to think that the lat- 
ter circumstance explained Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier's position and he was 
inclined to attach small importance 
to the premier's remarks. 


Mr. Choate added that the negotia- 


tions were progressing, "but," he ex- 
plained, "they are always slow and 
I can say nothing at present as to 
their status."

BEGIN TO BUILD. 


Rennes, Aug. 8.— The police ar- 


rangements in the vicinity of the 
Lycee this morning were exactly the 
same as those of yesterday, but not 
more than 100 peisons gathered at 
the early hour (6-30 o'clock) fixed for 
the opening of the day's proceedings 
in the trial of Captain Dreyfus. The 
prisoner was conducted to the Lyop-1 


at 6:15, and exectly the same precau- 
tions were obseived as on yesterday 
As soon as Dreyfus was inside the 
Lycee, however, the police cordons 
were removed and tha few spectators 
were allowed to circulate i.^.y in the 
streets and around ihe building. 


No demonstration was mar> upon 


the arrival on foot of Maitre Labon 
or Maitre Demange, counsel for Drey- 
fus, or the members of the court mar- 
tial or of General Chanoine, formerly 
minister of war, who attends 
the 


court to give necessary explan .tion- 
as to the secret dossier. 


General Chanoine was accompanied 


by an officer carrying a leather wallet 
in which were Chanoine's notes and 
other papers referring to the dossier, 
which itself remains in a strong box 
in a room contiguous to the court 
room 


This strong box is guardel night 


and day by an 
officer spec' ally de- 


tailed for this duty. 


The secret 
sitting lasted until 


11:45, when the court adjourned un- 
til tomorrow morning. The day thus 
far passed quietly. 
There was a 


much bigger crowd than yesterday, 
assembled in the hope of obtaining a 
glimpse of Dreyfus during the few 
seconds occupied by him in crossing 
the Avenue de «a Gare on his way 
back from the Lycee to his prison. 


At the conclusion of the sitting 


the crowd, numbering about 2,000 
persons and composed purely of 
sightseers, was allowed to pass freely 
before the Lycee until a few moments 
before Dreyfus emerged. Then the 
chief of the gendarmes made a sign 
to his assistant, who blew a whistle. 
Before the shrill sound had finished, 
the clatter of hoofs was heard and a 
moment later a strong detachment o: 
mounted gendarmes, 
followed by 


gendarmes on foot, galloped into the 
avenue from a side street, wheeled 
around and divided into two detach- 
ments, stretching across the avenue, 
and cleared a space 300 yards in 
front of the Lycee. 


The horsemen rode on the 


crowd quickly dispersed and in a few 
minutes the vicinity of the Lycee was 
almost deserted. 


In the meanwhile, Colonel Jouaust 


and the other members of the court 
martial, Major Carriere, the official 
representative of the government, 
and General Chanoine, all in full uni- 
form, as yesterday, left the Lycee by 
the main portal, the crowd saluting 
them respectfully. 


The condition of Dreyfus is dis- 


quieting. His wondeiful will power 
alone is lending him strength to go 
through the present ordeal. Physi- 
cally he is extremely weak. 


His stomach refuses all solid food 


and he is only able to take milk. His 
family is very anxious. 


The correspondent of tne Associat- 


ed Press learns that the court martial 
was able this morning to consider 
only part of the secret dossier. The 
documents were submitted to 
the 


judges in the order m which they 
were classified. General Chanoine 
gave lucid explanations of the points 
which were not 
clear to 
Colonel 


Jouaust. 


General Chanoine took the docu- 


ments individually and explained 
them. 


Major Carriere will later on state 


the conclusion he draws from the 
dossier. Maitres Labori and Demange 
who listened with close attention tj 
General Chanoine's explanations, did 
not enter into the discussion on the 
subject, today's consideration of the 
dossier being of a general character, 
and more in the nature of a prelim- 
inary examination. 


PREPARING A COUP. 


Paris, Aug. 8.—The Jour today 


says there are grave contradictions 
in the evidence of General Mercier 
and former President Casimir-Perier 
before the court of cassation, and it 
understands the counsel for Dreyfus 
are preparing a dramatic coup. 


Counsel propose, when the respect- 


ive depositions are presented to the 
court martial, to charge either Gen- 
eral Mercier or M. Casimir-Perier 
with perjury, under article 127 of the 
military code. An arrest would then 
occur instantly, while the accused is 
still in the witness box.

It has been many years since Allen

The parole of Josiah Wall, or "Dad- 


dy W^tH" as he is better known, is 
all the more interesting because he is 
ninety-seven years old. He is the 
oldest man now in the prison and is 
said to be the oldest man ever pa- 
roled from an Indiana prison. He 
was a slave and has exhibited traces 
of consumption for years. So pro- 
nounced have been the symptoms of 
consumption at times that it was 
thought he could live but a little 
while, and there is on file in the gov- 
ernor's office a letter written in 1889 
by R. S. Robertson, of Fort Wayne, 
in which he implored Governor 
Hovey to release Wall, saying that

Aguinaldo has appealed to the pow- 
ers for recognition of "Filipino inde- 
pendence," in a document dated from 
Tarlac, July 27, and signed Biinica- 
ino. 
It has been received by all the 


foreign consuls in Manila, with the 
request that they forward It to their 
respective governments. 


The Filipinos use then old argu- 


ment that they had conquered the 
sovereignty of these islands 
from 


Spain before the signing of the 
treaty of 'Paris and, of course, Spain 
was in no position to cede them to 
the United States. 


They argue that the possession of 


7,000 Spanish prisoners, captured 
with their arms, fighting against the 
Filipinos, "is eloquent proof nf the 
nullity of Spanish sovereignty, as 
when they surrendered Spain's hold 
was irrevocably lost." 


The document then says' 
"Replying to the Spanish commis- 


sion's requests to release the pris- 
oners because Spain no longer has 
political interests in the islands, we 
asked for a treaty of peace and 
friendship between Spain and the 
Filipinos, whereby 
th<> prisoners 


would be released. But the commis- 
sioners refused, becaure it would 
mean recognition of oi:r indepen- 
dence. This is equivalent to staying 
that the prisoners must stay in our 
hands indefinitely because their pos- 
session is our most efficacious method 
to adjust our account witli Spain and 
obtain from her recognition cf our 
independence." 


The Filipinos claim that they con- 


quered all the country except Ma- 
nila and that they co-operated in se- 
curing the latter's capitulation by 
surrounding it at the cost of thou- 
sands of lives. 


They also claim they conquered the 


country unassisted, except for sixty 
guns that Admiral Dewey gave 
Aguinaldo, and that Admiral Dewey 
and the Br'Hsh and Belgian consuls 
recognized the Filipinos' sovereignty 
by asking for passes to visit the 
countiy. 


They repeat the claim that they 


have letters from American consuls 
and generals recognizing thiir sov 
ereignty and promising that 
thi 


Americans would recognize their in- 
dependence, "which was at the dis- 
position of the powers." 


The Filipinos attempt to make cap- 


ital out of the statement that Ad- 
miral Dewey had such confidence 
that Aguinaldo would observe and 
fulfill the rules of war that he gave 
him a hundred Spanish prisoners 
which the American navy had cap- 
tured. 


Finally, fhe Filipinos appeal to the 


powers to influence Washington to 
bring to a termination "the unjist 
war which is devastating the coi n- 
try."

Georgia; Judge Ralph Walker, of 
Georgia; Colonel Joseph Clark, of 
California; Col. Wm. H. Jackson, of 
Tennessee; Colonel "Dick" Bright, 
sergeant at arms of the United States 
senate, and James Shevlln, of Brook- 
lyn.

The report presents th» affair in a 


serious light and show* that the 
Italian authorities view the occur- 
rence as one of unusual atrocity. 
It 


contends that there were so mitigat- 
ing circumstances; that Dr. Hodges 
first drew a weapon and that the first 
shot fired by Difatta was In defense 
of his fallen brother and not a wan- 
ton attack. 


Describing the affair In detnil the 


report point* out that some time 
after the first two men were lynched 
the mob made a second and then a 
third visit to the jail from whence 
they removed and lynched the three 
other Italians, all of whom, it is con- 
tended, were in utter ignorance of 
the killing of Dr. Hodges. 


Conceding some extenuating cir- 


cumstances in the lynching of the 
two men immediately concerned in 
Dr. Hodges' killing, Marquis Roma- 
no contends that the lynching of the 
other three was a thing of particular 
atrocity.

GAS PLANT RUINED. 


Wabash, Ind., Aug. 8.—The acety- 


lene gas plant installed In this city 
eight months ago by the Logansport 
and Wabash Valley company, the 
first in the world to use acetylene for 
public illumination, was entirely de- 
stroyed last night by an explosion. 
George Courier, the superintendent, 
and Duncan Edwards, an employe, 
had just stepped outside, and neither 
was seriously hurt.1 The large build- 
ing in an instant was reduced to a 
shapeless mass of bricks and mortar, 
and the roof, followed by a pillar of 
flame, was hurled a hundred feet 
skyward. Scores of plate glasr win- 
dows over the city were broken. Ed- 
wards, a few minutes prior to the ex- 
plosion, had charged th« tanks with 
calcium carbide and water, and it fs 
supposed the pressure increased too 
rapidly. The gas supply of the city 
is cut off for several weeks.

rather formal shape and it may bring 
to an issue the attitude of outside 
governments. There is no

government will heed the address. 


The international usage as to rec- 


ognition was quite fully developed 
during the Cuban insurrection, 
at 


which time the question was exhaus- 
tively discussed in congress and was 
the subject of lengthy considerations 
in the messages of the president. 
The general view at that time was 
that recognition of belligerency was 
not of itself a casus belli. 


Up to the present time there has 


been no intimation to the state de- 
partment that any foreign power en- 
tertained even the remotest Idea of 
giving recognition to Aguinaldo aad 
his associates. On the contrary there

SMALLPOX ON POARD. 


New York, Aug. 8.—When the Red 


Star line steamer Kensington, Cap- 
tain Dann, arrived here today from 
Antwerp her captain reported to the 
health ofllcer that Shele Medlika, a 
boy 18 years old, steerage passenger, 
had developed smallpox '-n July 29 
and was immediately isolated in the 
steamer's hospital, where every pre- 
caution was taken to prevent a 
spread of the disease. Health Officer 
Doty decided to detain the Kensing- 
ton until he could determine the 
probable exposure of the passengers 
and crew to the infection. The pa- 
tient will he transferred to North 
Brothers' Island, the passengers vac- 
cinated and the steamer thoroughly 
disinfected. The Kensington bi ought 
fourteen cabin and 283 steerage pas- 
sengers.

Wh«n he visited Governor Foster, 


however, and found in the executive 
mansion the court documents from 
Madison parish showing when and 
where the three Difatta brothers 
were naturalized and took the oath 
of allegiance to the United States, 
the marquis was not so sure about 
his evidence gathered in Wicksburg. 


The report of the special envoy and 


that of Governor Foster clash at 
nearly every point. 


It was evidently decided that the 


case was one for the Washington au- 
thorities representing the TWO gov- 
ernments to consider and therefore 
the scene of the contention has been 
transferred from New Orleans to 
Washington.

amounting to less than $200. 


The county auditor's estimate is as 


follows: 
Salary, $6,500; additional 


salary as clerk of county board, $600; 
books, stationary, 
blanks, supplies, 


etc., 
$2,440; all other probable ex- 


penses, $910. Total, $10,450. 


County Clerk Belot has the hardest 


work of all the officers in preparing 
his setimates. He must submit not 
only the estimates for his own office, 
but those also for the circuit and su- 
perior courts, for the inquests of in- 
sanity and for the change of venue 
cases. 
Mr. Belot's estimate for thft 


clerk's 
office is: 
Salary, $6,300; 


books, blanks, sppulies, etc., $846; 
blanks, wrappers, legfl cap, recopy- 
ing indexes, etc., $411; typewriter, 
$100; cleaning 
office and repairs, 


$100. 
He 
estimates 
the 
circuit 


court expenses at $11,500 and the su- 
perior court expenses at $9,500. All 
salary paid judges in excess of $2,- 
500 must be paid out of the county 
funds. 


The clerk estimates that it will re- 


quire about 81,556 to pay the ex- 
penses of all insanity cases. 
An ex- 


amination of past records show that 
there has been an average of twenty- 
one insane cases a year and in mak- 
ing his estimate Mr. Belot figures on 
twenty-five cases in the next year. 


The county commissioners are de- 


voting this afternoon to preparing 
their estimate, which must also be 
submitted to the county bofrd. It is 
expected that all the estimates will 
be filed by Wednesday .evening. 


Chicago. Aug. 8.—The Record this 


morning says: 


According to a regular army officer 


who passed through Chicago yester- 
day on his way to the 
Philippine 


service, Gen. Arthur MacArthur is 
President McKinley's choice for field 
commander of the Luzon island cam- 
paign. He said it was generally un- 
derstood by the army men who are 
near the president that Major Gen- 
eral Otis is to be relieved of the com- 
mand of the troops around Manila 
and that General MacArthur, at the 
end of the rainy season, will 
be 


named in general orders as the com- 
manding general of the 
American 


army in the Philippines. It also is 
the gossip at Washington, he said, 
that Major General Leonard Wood 
will be transferred from Santiago to 
Manila to do what he has accom- 
plished in Santiago. 


The officer who passed 
through 


Chicago said: 


"I had a talk with President Mc- 


Kinley.just before he left Washing- 
ton for his vacation, and I gathered 
from what he said that none of the 
new regiments which are forming in 
this country will be sent to Manila 
until they have 
been 
thoroughly 


drilled and disciplined. The presi- 
dent does not look for active opera- 
tions in the Philippines until the 
rainy season is over. By that time 
he hopes to have ten new regiments 
of well-drilled, well-equipped infan- 
try ready to begin an active cam- 
paign when they disembark 
from 


the troopships. While there is no 
doubt that the president has much 
faith in Major General Otis, it is also 
true that he recognizes that General 
Otis is not the man to handle the 
difficulty. 
I believe he looks upon 


General MacArthur as the man to 
fill the bill, and many of the officers 
around the war department in Wash- 
ington believe that General Mac- 
Arthur will be in command of the 
troops in the field when active opera- 
tions are resumed. 
The president 


did not want General Wheeler to go 
to the Philippines. He told the gen- 
eral he was too old, that he had won 
enough laurels to satisfy any reason- 
able man, and that the climate would 
be too much for him. But 'Fighting 
Joe' insisted, and when at last he 
got his orders he was as happy as a 
boy with his first pair of boots. Gen- 
eral Wheeler hopes he will serve un- 
der General Lawton. He and Lawton 
are great friends, and it is General 
Wheeler's strong desire that he will 
command a brigade in Lawton's divi- 
sion. Both men are dashing fighters 
and their methods of campaigning 
are identical.

The better the physical condition of 
the men the better service will they 
render to the public. The athlete trains 
for the various feats in which he takes 
part, and the best trained almost in- 
variably wins. The policeman is liable 
to bo called upon at a moment's notice 
for the performance of duty requiring 
strength and agility, and his physical 
condition should be such as to make 
him always ready to cope with any 
such conditions that might present 
themselves. 


"With a view to correcting this tend- 


ency to corpulency and to put the 
members of the force in such condi- 
tion that they could successfully ac- 
complish what they might be called 
upon to do, I would suggest to your 
honorable board the consideration of 
some system of physical training for 
the force which could be carried on at 
regular intervals during reserve hours 
in station houses and which could be 
so arranged as not to interfere 
the work or rest of the men."

Tongue Will Be DUouied 


nt the I'arln Exposition. 


Threats of revolution and civil war 


do not interfere with pushing the 
preparations for the exposition of 1900. 
In addition to thu 90 world congresses 
decided tipou, preparations are being 
made for \\ hat will be the most inter- 
estiiii; aud fai'foaching of all—namely, 
the coiigivis for a consideration of a 
uniuTsil language called "Esparanto." 
Hopes nro entertained by those who 
luno studied it that it will be taken up 
by all nations. Its great recommenda- 
tion is to be. the facility with which it 
can be learned, sajs tlie Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York Journal. 


The grammar of "Esparanto," by Dr. 


L. Kamehof, the Russian savant, is 
mai'votonsly easy aud can be learned in 
an hour. 
Tolstoi and others recom- 


mend the new language upon humanl- 
tariau grounds, because it affords sucb 
a singularly easy way of intercommu- 
nication between countries having dif- 
ferent tongues. There is a newspaper 
published iu the language at Epernay. 
The editor was a lifelong student of 
VolaptiU, but gave it up when the 
claims of "Esparanto" were brought 
to his notice. 


Its chief promoter in Paris is Pro- 


fessor George I'icot of the Institute of 
I'm is. M. Pieot has converted his fel- 
low academicians to his way of think- 
ing. Regarding "Esparanto," this learn- 
ed academician said: "I favor 'Es- 
parauto' ns a universal language be- 
cause of the ease with which it can be 
learned. 
We get at the root word, 


which is easily understood. We retain 
old Roman characters. Volapuk is ft 
failure because it is too difficult. 
The 


new language has no complex rules. 
It will bo of priceless value as a com- 
mercial language and can be mastered 
In a few days."

Professor Smith of Harvard Predict* 


Three \cnr Coarse*. 


Tlie American Philological associa- 


tion tagan its thirty-first annual ses- 
sion recently at New York university. 
Chancellor MacCracken made a briel 
address of welcome in the evening and 
was followed by Professor Clement L. 
Smith of Harvard, president of the as- 
sociation, who read an address on 
"The American College In the Twen 
tieth Century," says the New York 
Sun. This country, lie said, has nee<3 
of both colleges and universities, each 
doing its ow u work in its own way. 
The coilntry colleges are as valuable 
as the big universities, so long as they 
are content to remain colleges rather 
than become feeble universities. But 
the great technical post graduate insti- 
tutions demand that less time be taken 
up iu the college course and that their 
men come to them younger. The col- 
leges of the twentieth century. Pro- 
fessor Smith believes, will have a three 
years' course, the sophomore year be- 
ing dropped, "together witb the absurd 
name." 


Professor Smith spoke of the en 


croiichnieut of "modern" and "Useful' 
courses in the college curriculum with 
their effect of a curious assortment of 
degrees. "Bachelor of arts, bachelor 
of letters, bachelor of philosophy, bach 
elor of literature, of science and what 
not." 
That cannot be regarded as a 


liberal education, the speaker said 
which teaches a man only along tbe 
narrow lines of one specified calling 
In regard to women's colleges, the wo- 
mini's college should have as the object 
nt its training well balanced womaa- 
hood. as the man's college has rounded 
manhood. Whether this would best be 
attained by separate colleges or by co 
education the twentieth century woujd 
tell.

most due south from Parfcersburg, W. 
Va. Ten years later it moved over in- 
to the southeastern border of Ohio and 
for 30 yea re remained in that state. 
Iu 1870 it was near Chillicothe. In 
1880 it dropped down almost to the 
center of Cincinnati. Ten years later 
it had crossed into Indiana and will 
probably re-main there until Illinois 
shall claim it in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 


It is noticeable that this center baa 


always followed closely the thirty- 
ninth parallel of latitude. 
It is a 


further fact, curious enough, that the 
majority of the large cities of the 
United States, as well as of northern 
Europe, are either on or reasonably 
close to the thirty-ninth parallel. 


Note the list in this country: New 


York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Harrte- 
burg. Pa.; Washington, Baltimore, 
Columbus, 0.: Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Tirrc Hants. Springfield, Ills.; Decatur, 
Ills.; St. Joseph, Mo.; Kansas City, 
Atchison, Kan.; Topeka, Leavcnworth, 
Lincoln, NO.; Omaha, Cheyenne.

North of this parallel are Cleveland,

GUINALDO APPEALS TO THE 


WORLD'S FOWF.RS. 


OR FILIPINO INDEPENDENCE 


LAIM TO HAVE CONQUERED 


SPAIN'S SOVEREIGNTY. 


HE SAME OLD ARGUMENTS 


Manila, Aug. 8.—4:40 p. m.— 
ruinaldo has appealed to the pow- 
s for recognition of "Filipino Inde- 
ndence," in a document dated from 
avlac, July 27, and signed Bnnlca- 
o. It has been received by all the 
reign consuls in Manila, with the 
quest that they forward it to their 
spective governments. 
The Filipinos use their old argu- 
ent that they had conquered the 
vereignty of these islands 
from 


>ain before the signing of the 
eaty of'Paris and, of course, Spain 
as in no position to cede them to 
e United States. 
They argue that the possession of 
000 Spanish prisoners, captured 
ith their arms, fighting against the 
Ilpinos, "is eloquent proof of the 
ulllty of Spanish sovereignty, as 
hen they surrendered Spain's hold 
as irrevocably lost." 
The document then says: 
'Replying to the Spanish nommls- 
on's requests to release the pris- 
ners because Spain no longer has 
olitieal interests In the islands, we 
sked for a treaty of peace and 
iendshlp b'etween Spain and the 
illpinos, whereby tlin prisoners 
ould be released. But the commls- 
onevs refused, becaure it would 


mean recognition of o::r indepen- 
ence. This is equivalent to saying 
lat the prisoners must stay in our 
ands indefinitely because their pos- 
ession is our most efficacious method 


adjust our account with Spain and 


btain from her recognition cf our 
idnpendence." 
The Filipinos claim that they con. 
uered all the country except Ma- 
ila and that they co-operated in so- 
uring the latter's capitulation by 
urrounding it at the cost of thou 
ands of lives. 
They also claim they conquered the 
ouutry unassisted, except for sixty 
UIIH that Admiral Dcwey gave 
guinaldo, and that Admiral Dev/ey 
nd tlie British and Belgian consuls 
ecognizcd the Filipinos' sovereignty 
y asking for passes to visit the 
onntiy. 
They repeat the claim that they 
ave letters from American consuls 
nd generals recognizing thiir sov- 
reign ty and promising that tin 
.mericans would recognise their iu- 
ependence, "which was- at the dis- 
ositiou of the powers." 
The Filipinos attempt, to make cap- 
:al out of the statement that Ad- 
Iral Dewey hnd such confident 
hat Aguinaldo would observe and 
ulfill the rules of war that lie gave 
rim a hundred Spanish prisoners 
hich the American navy bad cap- 
urecl. 
Finally, the Filipinos appeal to thi 
towers to influence Washington to 
bring to a termination "the unjus' 
var which is devastating the conn' 
ry."

The international usage as to re 
gnltion was quite fully developc 
during the Cuban insurrection, 
a 


hich time the question was exhau 


tively discussed in congress and w 
the subject of lengthy consideration 
in the messages of the presiden 
The general view at that time wa 
that recognition of belligerency wa 


ot of itself a ensus belli. 
Up to the present time there ha 


been no Intimation to the state d 
partment that any foreign power e 
tertalncd even the remotest idea 
giving recognition to Aguinnldo an 
his associates. On the contrary the 
has been the most friendly feelin 
maintained between this governnxe 


ud foreign powers throughout the 
uHpplne conflict.

COOLING DRINKS. 


Agreeable Concoction*, 


One of the special contributions to 


comfort in tho unbearable heat of many 
of our summer days lies in cooling and 
refreshing beverages ut' which uvery 
hnuscwife or danghter of tho house 
should be able to concoct at least a few 
tempting kinds. The Household pre- 
sents tho following recipes aa a help 
when a hostess wishes to offer buine- 
tliing to quench the thirst of family 
and friuiuls when they are enjoying 
themselves, for instance, in tliu even- 
ings on the piazzas. 


Eyn lemonade is a favorite drink 


with most people. To mako it take one 
pint (if \vnttr and dissolve in it half a 
pound of granulated etigiir, add tbo 
juice of four largn lemons and a cupful 
of cracked ice. Have ready tin1 yolks 
and whites of four fresh eggH beaten 
separately, the whites until stiff and 
dry. Stir in the yolks with tho lemon- 
ade and lastly the whites. Add more 
sngar if necessary and serve in lemon- 
ade glasses. 


Gingorade is cue of the most whole- 


some of cooling drinks for the warm 
wuatlier, and it may he kept on hand 
ready fur usu whenever needed if bot- 
tled and put nsule in u cool place. Dis- 
solve tlirte pounds of granulated sugar 
in two gallons of water. Theu add the 
well beaten whites of throe cggt? ami 
two ounces of ground ginger, moisten- 
ing it with a little water before adding 
it 
Place the whole over tlm fire in i\ 


porcelain kettle, bringing slowly to tho 
boiling point, skiui and stand aside to 
settle. When cold, add the juice of oiiu 
large loiuoii and a quarter of an yeast 
cako dissolved in two tabk-spooufuld of 
warm 
water. 
Mix thoroughly and 


strain. Fill bottles, cork tightly and 
tiu the corks. Kt.md them in a cool 
place, and it will bo ready to nse in 
two days. 


Iced chocolate is delicious when well 


made. Shave two uuuces of Baker's 
chocolate and melt in n saucepan over 
the tea kcttlu. Add to tliia gradually 
one pint of hot milk, stirring constant- 
ly, three tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
one tablespoonful of cornstiirch dis- 
solved in 11 little cold milk. When cold, 
add a half pint of thick cream, whipped 
stiff, and ono teaspoonfnl of vanilla. 
Set in tho ice chest and serve in choco- 
late cups. 


To make pineapple Khrnhparo a large 


ripe pineapple, chop it line, add ono 
pound of sugar and one gallon of wa- 
tur, stir well and pour into a jug. Let 
it stand in u warm place until it begins 
to ferment. 


A lemon ml o made by boiling is much 


more delicious than the nuual way. 
Take the juice of three leninim, five ta- 
blespoonful.s of sngar and one cupful of 
boiling water. Add this water to the 
lemons and sugar and set aeido to cool. 
When ready to nerve, put in lemonade 
glasses with cracked icu and dilute 
with water.

Surgeon J. C. Boyd of the navy, one 


of tliu United States deleguti'S to the 
present tuberculosis cougrefis in Berlin, 
IIHS returneil to Washington and is pre- 
paring a report for the department ou 
the work of the cungrese. 


The chief question now interesting 


the profession Ju the prepiirntion of an 
effective surnui to combat ttie disease. 
The uiuet promising work in this con- 
nection is that of Dr. Behring, one of 
the most prominent of the Europetm 
specialists. The results obtained by Di. 
Behring have attracted the attention 
ot" th« medical world and are belnj, 
puffhed as rapidly as is consistent with 
careful scientific work. The profession 
sees no reason why the development of 
a tnhercnlosis serum should not revolu- 
tionize the mortality rate in consump- 
tion as much as Ime the development of 
the antitoxin of diphtheria, says the 
Philadelphia Press. 


The 
development of 
consumptive 


pjmitiitimns in Europe is another mut- 
ter that has attracted much interest 
among the profession on this side of 
the Atlantic. Jt is now assumed that 
the disen^e in its earlier stages can be 
checked.

Chnnc.eU.or MaeOacken made a brief 
address of welcome In the evening and 
was followed by Professor Clcmont L, 
Smith of Harvard, president of the as- 
socia tion, who read nn address ot 
"The Americjin College In tho Tweu 
tlelh Century," says the Now York 
Sun. This country, he said, has need 
of both colleges and universities, each 
doing its own work in its own way. 
The country colleges are as valuabl 
as the big universities, so long as the; 
are content to remain colleges rather 
than become feeble universities.

the great technical post graduate Instl 
tutions demand that less time be takeL 
np Iu tho college course and that their 
men coma to them younger.
